Quarter Auction Fri., April 17 th 


Kentucky residents now 
have a new license plate 
option for their vehicles. 
Released April 1, specialty 
plates for the 
Kentucky 
Circuit Court 
Clerks’ Trust 
For Life and 
the Kentucky 
Fish and 
Wildlife Foundation, featur¬ 
ing an image of the small- 
mouth bass, are available for 
purchase. 

Beyond the state’s stan¬ 
dard “Unbridled Spirit” and 
“In God We Trust” license 
plates, Kentucky offers more 
than 100 specialty plates, 
most of which promote a 
cause and enable nonprofit 
organizations to receive 
donations from the public. 
Those purchasing a specialty 
plate can donate up to $10 to 
the organization it represents. 
The money is passed directly 
to the organization. 

“Our specialty plate pro¬ 
gram has paved the way for 
many groups to get their mis¬ 
sion out in front of the trav¬ 
eling public,” said Rodney 
Kuhl, commissioner of the 
Department of Vehicle Regu¬ 
lation in the Kentucky Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet (KYTC). 
“In addition, the specialty 
plates allow Kentucky driv¬ 
ers a chance to donate to a 
favorite cause and show their 
support for an organization.” 

Kentucky offers dozens 
of plates promoting every¬ 
thing from military service 
and love of nature to coal 
and horses. Any owner of a 
non-commercial motor ve¬ 
hicle under 10,000 pounds 
required to be registered for 
use on Kentucky highways 
can purchase a specialty 
plate at the county clerk’s 
office in their county of resi¬ 
dence. Costs vary. A com¬ 
plete list of plates and their 
prices is available at http:// 
mvl.ky.gov. 

The smallmouth bass 
and Trust For Life specialty 
plates offer the public two 
more options for support¬ 
ing nonprofit organizations. 
The cost of purchase for ei¬ 
ther plate is $34. In addition, 
those purchasing the plates 
can donate up to $10 to the 
circuit clerks’ Trust For Life 
fund or the Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife Foundation, ac¬ 
cordingly. 

“Kentucky’s first-ever 
Donate Life special license 
plate encourages motorists to 
put the mission, ‘Organ, Eye 
and Tissue Donation Saves 
Lives,’ into perspective. 
This statement illustrates the 
grandeur of what a simple 
‘YES’ at the driver’s license 
office has the ability to do,” 
said Shelley Heavrin Snyder, 
executive director for Ken¬ 
tucky Circuit Court Clerks’ 
Trust For Life. “Similarly, 
it gives passionate individu¬ 
als the opportunity to pub¬ 
licly show their support for 
this worthy cause. If more 
people know about and sup¬ 
port the lifesaving mission of 
donation, more lives will be 
saved. We are so grateful for 
the opportunity to share this 


message with everyone on 
the road.” 

“Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Foundation’s small¬

L. Hayes in 1955 from Dale 
Hollow Lake,” said Chad 
Miles, the foundation’s ex¬ 
ecutive director. “Donations 
to the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Foundation fund 
youth fishing projects in the 
Commonwealth. Kentucky 
is blessed with so many fish¬ 
ing opportunities through¬ 
out the state, with 123 lakes 
exceeding 50 acres in size. 
Kentucky possesses 220,832 
acres of fishing water with 
4,125 miles of shoreline.” 

Before a specialty license 
plate goes into production, 
the state requires organiza¬ 
tions to submit an applica¬ 
tion outlining the mission of 
the organization and the way 
in which donations from the 
plate will be used. Once the 
application and plate design 
are approved, the organiza¬ 
tion is required to gather the 
signatures of 900 people who 
pay $25 each in advance for 
a plate. Once the plates are 
available, those 900 people 
receive a $25 credit when 
they order the plate at a 
county clerk’s office. For an 
additional $25, a specialty 
plate can be personalized.

TELL (Teaching, Empowering, Leading and Learning) Kentucky is an anonymous, statewide survey of certified school-based educators to assess 
teaching conditions at the school, district and state level. A growing body of research shows the importance of positive teaching conditions to student learn¬ 
ing and teacher retention. The main intent of the survey is to provide data to drive school and district improvements. 

TELL Partners contributed private monies to provide weekly cash drawings to schools with high response rates. Taylor Elementary was the school 
winner for the second week drawing; they exceeded the 50% staff response rate. The deadline for completing the survey was Monday, April 6 th ; however, 
CONGRATULATIONS need to go to the three school systems in our area: Augusta Independent, Bracken County and Robertson County. Each school 
district has already reached a 100% completion rate.

Carter Caves State Resort Park 
Paddling Trips Set through June 



Carter Caves State Re¬ 
sort Park is hosting several 
kayak and canoe trips this 
spring. 

The Tygart Creek Paddle 
Excursion and Grayson Lake 
Paddle Trip will be offered 
on dates starting March 28 
through June 13. Here are 
the details: 

Tygart Creek Paddle 
Excursions - April 26 and 
May 9 - This is a 6-mile ca¬ 
noe or kayak trip that takes 
you down Tygart Creek, 
cutting through Kentucky’s 
most scenic limestone gorge. 
You will be on the creek for 
about 3.5 hours. The park 
will provide canoes, paddles, 
life vest, shuttle ride from the 
Welcome Center and guides 
for your trip. The park does 
not have kayaks, although 
paddlers have the option to 
bring their own kayak. Par¬ 
ticipants should have some 
paddle experience before 
signing up for these trips. You 
will see high cliff sides and 
the natural beauty that the 
spring has to offer. We will 
also take a side trip into one 
of Kentucky’s largest natural 
limestone tunnels. Required 
equipment includes; the cor¬ 
rect attire for cool weather 
paddling, a complete change 
of clothes, treaded footwear, 
flashlight (for natural tunnel 
visit), sack lunch, bottled 
water and a dry bag for your 
supplies. The cost is $25 
per person. Limited space is 
available and registration is 
required. Call 1-800-325- 
0059 to register. Participants 
meet at the Welcome Center 
at 9:30 a.m. This trip can 
be canceled due to high or 
low water levels or extreme 
weather conditions. 

Grayson Lake Paddle 
Trip - May 10 and June 13 - 


Grayson Lake is a cliff-lined 
reservoir considered by some 
to be the most aesthetically 
pleasing paddle within 75 
miles of this area. This is a 7- 
mile loop by canoe or kayak 
on flat water. The park does 
not have kayaks, although 
paddlers have the option to 
bring their own kayak for the 
trip. Meet at Carter Caves 
State Resort Park Welcome 
Center and take about a 
40-minute commute to the 
launch area. From there we 
will be on the water for about 
4-5 hours. We will find a nice 
rock outcrop and stretch our 
legs and take a lunch break. 
Canoes, paddles and life 
vests will be provided along 
with transportation to and 
from the put-in and a guide. 
If you plan to bring your 
own kayak, please make 
this known when register¬ 
ing. This trip can be canceled 
due to extreme weather con¬ 
ditions. Equipment sugges¬ 
tions include sunscreen, hat, 
camera, lunch, water and a 
dry bag for your equipment. 
The cost is $35 per person. 
The trip will meet at the Wel¬ 
come Center at 9 a.m. Lim¬ 
ited space is available, and 
you must call the park at 1- 
800-325-0059 to register. 

Carter Caves State Re¬ 
sort Park is located at 344 
Caveland Drive in Olive Hill. 
The park has a lodge with 
a restaurant, cottages and 
campground. Besides cave 
tours, activities include hik¬ 
ing, horseback riding, swim¬ 
ming, boating and fishing. 

Directions: From Inter¬ 
state 64, Exit 161, take U.S. 
60 east. Go approximately 
2 miles and turn left on KY 
182 north. The park entrance 
is 3 miles from the left turn 
onto KY 182 north.

May 1, 1997 Continued 
Looking Back 
Compiled y John Leming 

October 1904, a portion 
of Coxey’s army enroute to 
Washington passed up the riv¬ 
er. A barge pushed by a small 
tow boat was their means of 
transportation. 

May 1904, Mr. B. F. Pow¬ 
ers, tobacco man, died. 

October 18, 1904 Miss 
Belle Nixon, sister of Mrs. F. 
L. Powers, died at her home 
near Ironton, Ohio. 

January 26, 1905, the ho¬ 
tel at Front and Upper Streets 
known as the Taylor House, 
was destroyed by fire. 

November 1, 1905 Tribe 
of Red Men instituted at Au¬ 
gusta, still flourishing. 

April 1906 An explosion 
wrecked part of the foundry 
building but no one was in¬ 
jured. 

December 9, 1906 Mrs. 
Mason High was fatally 
burned at her home on the 
Dutch Ridge Pike. 

Floods of January and 
February 1907 did much dam¬ 
age here. Several houses in 
the west end of town were 
washed away. The old rink 
was filled with families in the 
flood district. Four houses 
were built to replace those that 
were washed away. About 


$4,500.00 in cash as well as 
provisions were received from 
the outside to aid flood suffer¬ 
ers. 

What was known as 
Roosevelt’s hard times oc¬ 
curred in 1907. It was hard 
to get one’s own money out 
of banks. Script was used in 
many instances. 

May 8,1997 

In May 1905, tobacco 
growers showed bitterness 
due to very low prices. The 
low prices and dissatisfaction 
continued for months. At first 
the Continental Tobacco Com¬ 
pany was the principal buyer. 
Local Representatives from 
the company would inspect the 
tobacco in local bams. Later, 
the growers were requested to 
bring samples to the Conti¬ 
nental Warehouse and a price 
would be submitted. This was 
followed by a request that the 
crop be delivered for grading, 
and the straw that broke the 
camel’s back was the average 
$7.25. 

The growers became 
wrought up, day riding com¬ 
menced, and this was followed 
by night riding. Objectors 
were whipped, and bams were 
burned. A cut-out occurred in 
1908, and Governor Wilson 
sent 165 members of the State 
Guards here. The guards were 
here for about six months

Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 


If it’s true that it takes 
years of preparation to be an 
overnight success, the same 
can also be said of many laws 
approved during a legislative 
session. 

This year is a prime ex¬ 
ample, with several high- 
profile measures having been 
considered by the General 
Assembly before. That in¬ 
cludes those addressing 
booster seats, dating violence 
and an update of the state’s 
telecommunications laws. 

There are several rea¬ 
sons behind this. A bill may 
have to wait when competing 
with other priorities, for ex¬ 
ample. Often, it takes time 
for legislators to get com¬ 
fortable with an idea or for 
it to gain enough public sup¬ 
port. In some cases, what is 
important in one legislative 
chamber may not have much 
traction in the other. 

Most agree that this 
year’s “short” session, last¬ 



ing 29 days out of a possible 
30, was a good one for Ken¬ 
tucky. Gov. Beshear said the 
new laws “will build stronger 
families and communities 
and accelerate Kentucky’s 
momentum.” 

Those bills that did not 
make it to his desk, however, 
will almost certainly be filed 
and debated again when the 
House and Senate return to 
the Capitol in January. Some 
are well known, while others 
are relatively new. 

One that cleared the 
House earlier this year with 
a wide, bipartisan margin 
would have given voters a 
chance to amend Kentucky’s 
constitution. House Bill 70, 
which has now been through 
the chamber 10 times, pro¬ 
posed restoring voting rights 
automatically to most fel¬ 
ons after they complete all 
aspects of their sentence.

low this, but in Kentucky, 
only the governor can make 
this happen. The amendment 
would benefit about 240,000 
Kentuckians, but those con¬ 
victed of murder, sex-based 
crimes and bribery in an 
election would remain ineli¬ 
gible. 

One of the most talked- 
about pieces of legislation 
toward the end of the session 
dealt with teacher retirement. 
House Bill 4 would have tak¬ 
en advantage of extremely 
low interest rates to borrow 
several billion dollars that 
would be used by the Ken¬ 
tucky Teachers’ Retirement 
System, which historically 
has achieved much higher 
rates of return on its invest¬ 
ments. 

While understandably 
far-reaching, this approach 
would have eased the sys¬ 
tem’s long-term liability 
while reducing the likelihood 
of crippling retirement costs 
for the state in the 2020s 
and 2030s. This legislation 
would have dovetailed with 
the reforms the General As¬ 
sembly approved two years 
ago for state and local gov¬ 
ernment employees and their 
retirees. 

Public-private partner¬ 
ships is another initiative that 
has broad support among the 
states. As the P3 name im¬ 
plies, this legislation would 
have made it easier for the 
state to partner with private 
businesses to carry out a 
public function. 

The P3 concept is al¬ 
ready taking place within 
some areas of state govern¬ 
ment, but this legislation 
would have standardized that 
process while expanding it 
to include highway projects. 
A key sticking point centers 
on how to pay for a proposed 
new Brent Spence Bridge, 
but if that can be resolved, 
this bill should then have no 
problem becoming law. It is 
a top priority of the Kentucky 
Chamber of Commerce. 

There are many other 
bills that did not pass, of 
course, but they will get 
another chance in January. 
Some that did not even get 
a committee hearing this 
year may turn out to play a 
starring role when 2016’s 
accomplishments are com¬ 
piled. That becomes even 
more likely when consider¬ 
ing that there will be a new 
governor and a new two-year 
budget to enact. 

For now, the General 
Assembly is starting to pre¬ 
pare for what legislators call 
the interim, which will have 
the various legislative com¬ 
mittees reviewing the issues 
of the day each month until 
near the end of the year.

Speed up the ripening 
process in fruit

For most people, the 
upcoming months signal 
the arrival of fresh, seasonal 
produce, which promises 
eating at its finest. However, 
sometimes that produce 
isn’t as ripe as you need it 
to be. Some produce that has 
traveled a great distance is 
picked while it is still green 
and will not be ripe when it 
reaches the store. For some 
fruits, you can speed up the 
ripening process at home. 

Common fruits that 
can be ripened at home 
include bananas, cantaloupe, 
peaches, pears, pineapples 
and tomatoes. You can speed 
up their ripening by placing 
them in a single layer in a 
large paper bag with holes 
punched through it. Fold 
the opening of the bag over 
and leave it on the counter 
while the fruit ripens. The 
fruit releases a gas that is 
then trapped in the bag, 
which speeds up the ripening 
process. Check the food daily 
to see whether it’s ready to 
eat. Most fruit will ripen in a 
bag within a day or two. 

Some produce, including 
apples, blueberries, cherries, 
grapes, strawberries and 
blackberries, will not ripen 
any more after they have 
been picked. Refrigerate 
these fruits immediately after 
purchase to maintain the best 
quality. 

One of the best ways 
to get the freshest produce 
possible is to shop at your 
local farmers market for 
locally grown varieties. Most 
markets across the state have 
opened or are preparing to 
open soon. Since the food 
travels a shorter distance 
to reach local consumers, 
farmers canpicktheirproduce 
at its peak of ripeness, either 
the night before or on the day 
of the market. 

More information about 
local farmers markets and 
preparing fresh produce is 
available at the Bracken 
County office of the 
University of Kentucky 
Cooperative Extension

Crappie time is just 
around the corner 

Although the redbud 
trees haven’t bloomed yet, it 
isn’t too early to start fishing 
for crappie. 

Black crappie are likely 
along rocky banks now in 
lakes that have them. 

“With the water tem¬ 
peratures still in the mid- 
40s, white crappie are likely 
staging in deeper water right 
now,” said Jeff Crosby, cen¬ 
tral fisheries district biologist 
for the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “With the longer 
photoperiod and the warmer 
temperatures on the way, 
they will be moving up to the 
shallows.” 

The big twins of western 
Kentucky, Kentucky Lake 
and Lake Barkley, along 
with Green River Lake and 
Taylorsville Lake all receive 
oodles of fishing pressure for 
the crappie that swim in their 
waters. However, Kentucky 
is also blessed with other less 
known waters holding boun¬ 
tiful populations of crappie 
that don’t receive the adula¬ 
tion and fishing pressure of 
their more well known breth¬ 
ren. 

While known for its ex¬ 
cellent largemouth bass fish¬ 
ing, wood strewn 2,315-acre 
Yatesville Lake in Lawrence 
County holds good numbers 
of quality white crappie with 
many in the 15-inch range. 

“In our latest popula¬ 
tion sampling, Yatesville had 
the most crappie we’ve ever 
sampled in the 10- to 14- 
inch range,” said Kevin Frey, 
eastern fisheries district biol¬ 
ogist for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. 

Yatesville Lake, near the 
West Virginia border, more 
resembles a flatland reser¬ 
voir with abundant woody 
cover than a mountain lake. 
Probe the fallen tree tops and 
submerged trees with live 
minnows suspended under a 
bobber and adjust the depth 
until you get bites. The tim¬ 
bered coves and banks near 
the confluence of Blaine and 
Greenbrier creeks hold crap¬ 


pie. 

“In the upper part of 
Blaine Creek at the Rich 
Creek boat access, we’ve 
placed fish structures and cut 
down trees for bank anglers 
to catch crappie,” Frey said. 
“There are numerous pull 
offs along KY 32 for bank 
anglers. It is good fishing in 
that area in spring.” 

Cave Run Lake is full 
of 2- to 3-year-old crappie, 
providing excellent opportu¬ 
nity for both black and white 
crappie. The deep weedbeds 
in the mouths of Skidmore 
and Leatherwood creeks in 
the Beaver Creek arm at¬ 
tract black crappie in March 
and into April. Black crappie 
tend to move into the shal¬ 
lows earlier in the year than 
white crappie. White crap¬ 
pie stay out in deeper water 
along creek channels while 
blacks may be in just a few 
feet of water along rocky 
banks at the same time. 

The abundant woody 
structures around Bangor 
Boat Ramp and fallen trees 
along the island near Pop- 
pin Rock Boat Ramp in the 
North Fork Arm of Cave Run 
provide excellent fishing for 
white and black crappie. 

One of the crappie sleep¬ 
ers flows off of Pine Moun¬ 
tain all the way to northern 
Kentucky. The Kentucky 
River holds considerable 
numbers of crappie a foot 
long or better. “The river 
goes in cycles, but there are 
some good fish in there,” 
Crosby said. “The crappie 
in the Kentucky like those 
creek mouths and backwater 
areas with little current.” 

Tributaries at their con¬ 
fluence with the Kentucky 
River have abundant root 
wads, undercut banks and 
washed in tree tops and brush. 


Probe all of these with live 
minnows suspended under a 
bobber or with 1/16-ounce 
chartreuse Roadrunner style 
spinner baits dressed with a 
matching 2-inch curly-tailed 
grub. 

“Another flowing water 
to consider is the Ohio River. 
It is really, really good for 
crappie right now,” Crosby 
said. The Ohio River offers 
good crappie fishing from 
Ashland downstream to the 
Purchase Region in far west¬ 
ern Kentucky. 

He recommends back¬ 
water areas along the river, 
often formed where tribu¬ 
taries meet the main stem 
of the Ohio. “With all of the 
flooding on the Ohio, those 
embayments should have 
fish right now. Target brushy 
areas with live minnows in 
those embayments.” 

Guist Creek Lake covers 
317 acres in Shelby Coun¬ 
ty. It is also overlooked for 
crappie. “We saw some re¬ 
ally nice crappie last fall in 
our population surveying,” 
Crosby said. “I think most of 
the fishing pressure there is 
on largemouth bass.” 

Early spring is a good 
time to catch large white 
crappie 11 inches and lon¬ 
ger on Barren River Lake in 
Allen and Barren counties. 
Known throughout the Mid¬ 
west and upper South as a su¬ 
perior largemouth bass lake 
and written up in national 
magazines, Barren River 
Lake holds a burgeoning 
population of black crappie 
as well, which now make up 
60 percent of the total crap¬ 
pie population in the lake. 

The huge snows of just a 
few weeks ago are now in the 
dustbin of history. It is time 
to get out and catch some 
crappie.

—an ordinance relating to snow emergency levels was 
passed by vote on February 25, 2015, and approving 
further amendments on March 25, 2015 by the Bracken 
County Fiscal Court. 

The public is hereby notified that the Fiscal Court 
will have a hearing at 10:00 a.m. on April 22, 2015 in the 
Courtroom of the Bracken County Courthouse, Brooksville, 
Kentucky. The purpose of the meeting will be to afford all 
interested persons an opportunity to express his/her views 
regarding Ordinance 11-01, as amended. Also on that date 
a second reading of Ordinance 11-01 shall be held before 
the Fiscal Court and a vote taken. 

FULL TEXT OF ORDINANCE, AS AMEDNED AS 
FOLLOWS: 

Commonwealth of Kentucky 
BRACKEN COUNTY FISCAL COURT 
ORDINANCE 11-01 

AN ORDINANCE ENABLING THE OFFICE OF 
THE BRACKEN COUNTY JUDGE/EXECUTIVE TO 
ESTABLISH AND DECLARE VARIOUS LEVELS OF 
SNOW EMERGENCIES. 

Whereas, the County Judge/Executive’s Office is 
empowered by KRS 3 9A. 100(2) to respond appropriately 
to threatened or impending emergencies; and 

Whereas, the occurrence of snow, sleet and freezing 
rain can be hazardous for motor vehicle traffic and 
increases the risk of collision; and 

Whereas, motor vehicles on roadways during such 
times may substantially interfere with the removal of snow 
and ice from the roadways by county employees and may 
interfere with the movement of emergency vehicles upon 
the roadways; and 

Whereas, the Bracken County Fiscal Court has 
determined that in order to protect and safeguard the 
property, health, safety and welfare of its citizens during 
such occurrences, it should delegate authority to declare 
various levels of snow emergencies to the County Judge 
Executive. 

Now therefore, be it ordained by the Fiscal Court of 
Bracken County, Kentucky: 

Section One 

Upon the occurrence of snow, sleet or freezing rain 
and after consultation with the Bracken County Road 
Supervisor and other pertinent officials, the Bracken 
County Judge Executive may declare a Snow Emergency 
and the level thereof. Upon such declaration, all major 
news media outlets in the Bracken County service area, 
other governmental jurisdictions and school district 
authorities in Bracken County may be notified by the most 
expedient method practicable under the circumstances. 

Section Two 

Snow Emergencies may be declared at one of the 
following levels: 

Level One 

Conditions: Roadways are hazardous due to wintery 
conditions. 

Advisory: Cautious driving is advised. 

Level Two 

Conditions: Roadways are hazardous due to snow, ice, 
or a combination thereof. 

Advisory: Only motorists whose travel is necessary 
should be on the roadways. Residents are urged to contact 
their employer to see if they should report to work. 

Level Three 

Conditions: All roadways, unless otherwise specified, 
are closed to Non-emergency Personnel. 

Advisory: No one should be out during these 
conditions unless it is absolutely necessary to travel or a 
personal emergency exists. All employees should contact 
their employer to see if they should report to work. Those 
traveling on roads may subject to being cited to court. 

Section Three 

During Snow Emergencies, no vehicles may be parked 
and no person, corporation, partnership, joint venture, 
unincorporated association or any combination thereof 
may park or permit any vehicle to be parked upon any 
public road right-of-way. 

Section Four 

During Snow Emergencies, the Bracken County Road 
Department Supervisor may, as ordered by the Bracken 
County Judge Executive, assist in clearing state-owned 
roadways if otherwise permitted by law. 

Section Five 

Any person violating any provisions of this ordinance, 
or any lawful order, rule or regulation promulgated 
pursuant to it, may be issued a citation by the Bracken 
County Sheriff or any peace officer; upon conviction, a 
fine of not less than $25.00 nor more than $100.00 shall be 
assessed for each occurrence. 

Section Six 

Should any section or provisions of this ordinance 
be declared invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction 
for any reason, such declaration shall not invalidate, or 
adversely affect, the remainder of this ordinance. 

Section Seven 

This ordinance shall be in full force and effect from 
and after its passage, publication and recording, according 
to law.

Possession of the property herein sold shall be given to the purchaser after payment in 
full of the purchase price and confirmation of the sale by the Bracken Circuit Court. 

Pursuant to the Judgment herein, the purchaser shall be required to assume and pay all 
ad valorem property taxes assessed against the property for 2015 and all subsequent years 
thereafter. The title interest of the parties to the lawsuit will be conveyed without warranty 
by the Master Commissioner to the purchaser and the purchaser shall receive a deed to 
property upon payment of the purchase price in full (and costs of sale, if applicable) and 
after confirmation of the sale by Bracken Circuit Court, subject to any equity of redemption 
if the property does not sell for two-thirds of its appraised value.
